HOW TO PREVENT FLTJ 


' T o equip the women of the state 
with the primary essentials of di- 
sease prevention and care of the sick, 
since a return of the flu '.is predicted 
by medical authorities this fall, a 
course entitled "Prevention of disease 
and home care of the Sick" is now 
offered by the University of Wisconsin 
Extension division. 
The course was 


given first iast fall to meet the de- 
mand on the part of mothers for the 
rudimentary principles of disease pre- 
vention, and several' hundred women 
have already taken the course. 


The latest and best information 


concerning the prevention and proper 
nursing of the flu is incorporated in 
the course, and the slogan of the ex- 
tension division is that "somebody in 
every home" should know the prin- 
iples embodied in th course. 


A text-bgok of 300 pages is fur- 


ished free^with the course, which is 
n charge of a physician and trained 
urse. When 20 or more in the same 
ommunity enroll in the course, pro- 
ision is made for cooperation with 
-.local physician in discussing some 
if the lessons. 


The eight assignments deal with 


uch subjects as disease preventios, 
ause, transmission, and care; colds 
and their dangers, preventive treat- 
ment; 
personal hygiene; first aid, 


particularly in regard to the needs of 
he home and home nursing. 


Statistics show that in proportion

New Zealand, where the mothers are

'6One of the changes of particular 
nterest'to local hunters is the fact 
that the rabbit season does not open 
until October 15 and closes on Jan- 
uary 16th.

16 with a daily bag limit of five per 
day

WORM AND SAVE CORN 


Ml'ST PAY' IN THE. FUTURE 


From time 
immemorial 
it 
has 


been the custom at lumber camps 
up north to supply the weary trave- 
ler with a meal and lodging free of 


The army worm, which has been 


attacking fields of corn thruout the 
state, has appeared in Wood County, 
according to W. W. Clark, who has 
a suggestion to make to farmers in 
regard to fighting the pest. 
The ap- 


pearance of the worm is alarming 
this year, the state authorities say, 
and every precaution should be ta- 
ken to destroy them. 


When the worm has not yet 
ad- 


vanced into the corn field but 
is 


known to be in oat fields or nearby 
rass land, plowing a deep furrow 


around the field to 
be 
protected, 


with the steep side toward the field, 
and then pulverizing the soil in the 
bottom of the ditch is advised. 
The 


dirt can be pulverized by drawing a 
og through the the ditch. 


As the worms crawl from one field 


to the other they fall into the ditch 
and cannot crawl up the steep side 
o£ the furrow if there are no clods in 
he bottom to help them. 
They may 


be crushed by drawing a log through 
the furrow. 
Pestholes may be dug 


the ditch at intervals of 20 feet 


md filled with kerosene, which will 
Testroy the worms as they touch it. 


In fields where the damage has al- 


eady begun, poison bait like that us- 
ed for cutworms and 
grasshoppers 


may be spread just beyond the part 


f the field where the injury from 


worms shows. 
The worms eat the 


ait in preference to the plants. 


While this pest of grain and corn 


may be found in 
the 
state 


early every year it seldom becomes 
o alarming as it has this year, says 
Ir. Gentner. 
A great many other 


nsects and many birds feed upon 
the army worm thus cutting down 
their number. In fact, 50 per cent 
of the specimens examined this year 
have been parasitized by another in- 
sect. 
The extent to which the pest 


may spread, however, can be imagin- 
ed Irom the fact that each adult army 
worm moth con lay 700 eggs.

Goiithod, one of the oldest vll- 


J.-.gra, was a part of the bishop of Geneva's prop- 
erty. 
In 
1C>U:~> It liecauie tin.' property of the 
re- 


public and is inclosed ill tho latul that the Bernese 
took from the duke of Savoy. An unusually beau- 
t i f u l s-pot, looking ilown upon the lake from time 
Immemorial, it has beou a chosen place for the 
Genevans. 


In the tenth century the noblemen replaced the 


country house of their forefathers by beautiful 
estates; gardens were laid out and planted. Two 
of those estates with the houses Intact, rendered 
»U the more beautiful by the passing of time, with 
avenues and venerable woods, were flrst chosen. 
The. Creux do Gem hod belongs to the family de 
Satissuro ntul the de I'ourtates estate. 
The Bar- 


tholoni estate adjoining was added; it is occu- 
pied by a large modern house called thp Chatenu- 
UOUKO. 
On the other side is the property of EI- 


waril Navllle. the lOgyptuloglst, tempornry presi- 
dent of the International Hod Cross. 


Spacious grounds that belonged to the estate of 


the naturalist and philosopher Charles Bonnet, 
wore 
also secured. 
Incidentally, 
one. of 
the 


eighteenth century houses on the Bonnet property 
wus taken stone by atone to Geneva and scrupu- 
lously reconstructed. Crowning tills long hillock 
with Its gentle slopes is a plateau inclined toward 
fhe. .Tura mountains, the crest Hue which tills the 
horizon. 
This presents a magnificent panorama for a dis- 


tance of over a mile along Uie lake shore, and a 
mile and a half inland, half of the township of 
Uenthod, bounded ou tho north by the Vorsolx 
river and ou the south by a road and crossed by 
the 
Genova-Berne 
railroad 
and the route 
to 


Lausnnoe. 
The most ancient of these estates, and the most 


symmetrical, Is the Creux do Genthod. 
It was 


built by Ami Luilln, theologian, professor and col- 
lector of rare manuscripts. 
Blonde!, tho gceat 


Trench architect, drew the plans. 
In 1T23 he 


nlanuiv.l tho gardens aud park. This house became 
Mi-- property of the naturalist, Itorce Benedict de 
S'UisMiro, who married the granddaughter of Ami 
j til UN 
De Sausauro's house adjoined that of his 


uncle, Charles Bonnet. De Suussure, filled with a 
passionate love for the high Alps, the outline of 
which ho gazed at every day, went exploring, 
climbing llont Blanc, writing his "Voyages dans 
les Alpos" (1T70-17SO). 
His daughter, who be- 


came Madame Necker cle Saussure, grew up in this 
delightful atmosphere. Charles Bonnet continued 
to carry out his study of nature, and when he lost 
his sight gave up his time to philosophical prob- 
lems, strengthening his scholars' belief in nn after 
life. Waller used to come from Berne to work with, 
him. 
Learned men and scholars came from all 


parts of Europe to visit them. 


In rliis way the small circle of Genthod, passion- 


ately interested in scientific culture and Christian 
philosophy, became a European center in direct 
opposition to the one nt Fernoy, where Voltaire 
derided the austere-ness of Geneva and tried his 
best to destroy It. 


After the death of Charles Bonnet his property 


returned to the de Rive family, which wns connect- 
ed with Madame de Staei (177G-1S17). Her house 
is near Genthod. and Corrinne came often on fine 
summer days to sit on the terrace of the philoso- 
pher and writer. 


The cle I'ourtales house was built about 1750 by 


Jean Louis Saladln, a diplomat of Geneva attached 
to the court of Louis XV, who as a mark of appre- 
ciation gave him his full-length portrait in oils. 
The cle Saladlu house is on a height and commands 
a wide view of tho lake. It is to be seen In the 
center of two broad avenues with its simple gray 
front, Its semicircular outbuildings, all magnificent- 
ly located. Beyond the fields that slope gently are 
the trees of the Creux de Genthod, the rare spe- 
cie? that: Ami Lullin had collected nt a great cost, 
chestnuts that were brought from Lyons In carts, 
immense vistas of foliage?, wonderful tree archi- 
tecture Infolding the old French garden. 


Along the walks where the two scholars medl- 


tafod. around that house of pure lines, the meet- 
ing place of -so many distinguished men, a breath 
of^European thought seems to float in this Genevan 
atmosphere, say the enthusiasts. An intimate com- 
munion seems "to unite all these grand and simple 
homes to the grand old trees, the gentle distant 
slopes behind which appear the Alps, the long, 
clear stretch of lake. To all this vista, at the same 
time so big and so complete that it would seem 
impossible to destroy this Incomparable harmony 


certainly these homes and historical grounds 


will remain as they are and the new buildings will 
be erected inland on the plateau. 


Geneva is an old, old city. Its origin is lost in 


antiquity, but It was of sufficient Importance, in 
Caesar's time to be mentioned . In 
his "Com- 


mentares." It wns early the seat of a bishopric. 
It was ono of the capitals of the Burgundians. In 
the sixth century it passed to the Franks. In the 
eleventh century it became Incorporated with the 
German empire. 
About that time the temporal 


was added to the spiritual power of the bishops. 
The dukes of Savoy began to encroach on the 
temporal power and at the same time the burghers 
took n hand In affairs. The struggles between the 
dukes of Savoy and the citizens ended In favor of 


the latter in the early days 
of the sixteenth century 


Geneva is the capital of the 


canton of Geneva. It contains 
possibly 60,000 people—a little 
over 100,000 with its suburbs— 
and the canton has a popula- 
tion of about 135,000. There 
are 22 cantons, with a total 
population of about 3,350,000. 
The Romans made themselves 
masters of the country in the 
first century, B. C. Their do- 
minion lasted about, four cen- 
turies. A succession of masters 


followed. When it became a part of the German 
(Holy Roman) empire in the eleventh century it 
was a hodge-podge of petty states ruled by dukes, 
counts 
bishops and abbots, together with little 


city-states. 
The beginning of the confederation of 


cactons was in the thirteenth century. 


Iti 127G Rudolph of Hapsburg, Holy Roman em- 


peror, secured control of the duchy of Austria 
and threatened the liberties of the Swiss. 
To re- 


sist its aggressions the three forest cantons of Url, 
Schwyz and Unterwalden in 1291 entered into a 
lei'gue. In line fourteenth century Ove other can- 
tons joined. The house of Hapsburg found the 
mountaineers Invincible. At the close of the mid- 
dle ages the connection of Switzerland with the 
.German empire came virtually to an end. 
The 


confederation was enlarged by fresh accessions. 
In the sixteenth century, as stated, Geneva shoo!t 
off the authority o£ the dukes of Suyoy and of 
the bishops. After the reformation in the peace of 
Westphalia (1648) Switzerland was formally de- 
clared independent of the German empire. 
In 


1798 the French occupied the country and estab- 
lished the Helvetic republic. In 1803 Napoleon re- 
stored the cantonal confederation and new ca_i- 
tons were added. The congress of Vienna in 1818 
decreed the perpetual neutrality of Switzerland. 


Geneva, of course, at once suggests noted men and 


famous events—John Calvin, Rousseau and others; 
the Geneva convention, the Alabama claims, etc. 


Modern Geneva is an exceedingly attractive city. 


It is beautifully situated at the southwest end of 
Lake Geneva, which here narrows and pours out 
into the Rhone, which is shortly joined by the 
Arve. The Rhone is crossed by nine fine bridges 
which join the old town on tho left bank, with the 
principal residence quarter of the foreign colony 
on the right uank. There are many fine structures 
of Interest. The College de St. Antoine, founded 
by Calvin, has nearly 2,000 students, over half of 
whom are foreigners. 
Geneva is noted as an edu- 


cational center. The Cathedral of St. Peter is 
Byzantine In character and is said to have been 
built in 1124. 
The botanical gardens are Interest- 


•ing. 
There are several museums. Including the

SURE TO ACT IN 


BEHALF OF FRANCE 


SENATE WILL PROMISE PROTEC- 


TION EVEN IF THE PRESENT 


TREATY IS REJECTED. 


POPULAR SENTIMENT STRONG 


Great Help the French People Gave 


the 
Colonies Is Not Forgotten— 


Ambassador Jusserand Proves That 
It Was Not Selfish. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—Senators may .doubt 


their authority under the Constitution 
to ratify the French treaty, and they 
may not ratify it, but lacking ratifica- 
tion, the mind of the opposition , ap- 
parently is in favor of doing some- 
thing equally strong and comprehen- 
sive in behalf of France. 
\ 


It is known that some of the sena- 


tors, and perhaps what is known of 
them Is true of the majority, 
feel 


there is n sentiment in behalf of France 
and its cause among the people of jthe 
United States that 
will necessitate 


some 
adequate recognition 
of the 


French people's need, for that is what 
it is, for protection against the Ger- 
man when he shall have rehabilitated 
himself, and the old spirit of hatred 
against his neighbor to the west shall 
have reasserted itself. Common po- 
litical sense if not gratitude, observers 
say, probably will dictate a response 
to the request embodied In the treaty, 
even if the treaty in its present form 
should not be sanctioned. 


It is held by men who seem to have 


an appreciation of the situation that 
Americans of long American ancestry 
are by hereditary sympathies and In- 
stinct just as grateful to France for 
what it did for this country in the 
revolutionary days as were Americans 
of tlmt time. On the other hand, it 
is said that American citizons.of an 
ancestry which does not go back to 
revolutionary days in this country do 
not share the same feeling. It is rec- 
ognized by the men who talk about 
it that this condition is natural and 
yet one which would be unnatural If 
the "citizens of a later day" would 
look at the thing from another point 
of view. 


Debt Rests on Later Comers, Too. 
No one knows just what proportion 


of Americans can traces their ances- 
try back to revolutionary or pre-rev- 
olutionary days, but it is probable 
that much more than one-half of the 
citizens of the United States date the 
arrival of .their ancestors at a time la- j 
ter than the battle of Yorktown. 
j 


It is likely to be brought out in de- 


bate in the senate in order to make 
popular sentiment approve of a prob- 
able affirmative action of some kind 
in this case, that if it had not been 
for French help in the revolutionary 
war there would have been no free 
country in America for the ancestors 
of many American citizens to have 
come to in the pursuit of life, liberty 
and happiness. 


Frequently 
the 
argument 
is ad- 


vanced by opponents of the sanction- 
ing of the French treaty that France 
came to the aid of the United States 
only because she wanted to weaken 
Great Britain by separating her from 
one of her colonies, and also to make 
It certain that a considerable part of 
the British army and navy should be 
confined to operations on this side of 
the Atlantic. In other words, the ar- 
gument is that France was essentially 
selfish. 


It Is not known to what extent the 


ambassador, of th3 French 
to 
this 


country, J. J. Jusserand, can enter3n- 
to activities in behalf of a treaty in 
which his country's future safety is 
said to bo involved, but already Mr. 
.Tusserand in a book written before the 
present war tortured the world has 
given an explanation of the reasons 
for French aid to the colonies which 
may be enlightening in the present 
Ireaty making. 


Why France Aided Colonies. 


The ambassador in a volume con- 


taining articles on Rochambeau In 
America; L'Enfant. the French engi- 
neer who planned the city of Washing- 
ton ; Lnfayette, and on some other 
Frenchmen as well as some Ameri- 
cans, went deeply into the reasons for 
French aid to the colonies. He tells 
also 
of 
pre-revolutionary 
days 
in 


France, of the growing love for liberty 
in France, of the sympathies among 
the people for another people who 
were struggling for something which 
the French had not yet been able to 
obtain for themselves, and of what 
he holds to be the undoubted fact that 
it was the democratic spirit of ••"ranee, 
rousing into life, thai led to the fitting 
out of the expeditions, military and 
naval, which came to the aid of the 
American colonists. 


The expeditions went forth not be- 


cause of Louis XVI, but In spite of 
him. This in brief is the Jusserand 
argument. 
The ambassador goes Into 


minute details, gives names and out- 
lines the various movements, demo- 
cratic in their nature, which led other 
Frenchmen to follow Lafayette 
into 


the field of 
liberty's 
struggle 
in 


America.

hours of grinding labor. Roberts was 
ordered to Siberia and there he saw 
hard service. 
He has Just left the 


army to go back to the work of light- 
'iilng men's lives by giving them to 
•ead of the treasures of ills exuber- 
ance. 


Richard Aldrich at the nge of fifty- 


,:hree volunteered in the service of 
his country, was accepted and stayed 
put through the whole thing, and then 
some, for ho did not leave tile service 
until nine months after the German 
had concluded he had .-nough. 
It is 


accounted a bromide; to say that a man 
is a prince of good fellows, but this 
is what can be said of Capt. Richard 
Aldrich, and to the saying may be 
added that the captain himself is no 
bromide. 


Honors for Our Generals. 


The generals are coming to town. 


What congress intends to do for some 
of these generals already has been dis- 
cussed In full. 
The only additional 


proposition is that a sword shall be 
presented in tho name uf the people to 
Gen. John J. I'crshir.g. 


It seems likely today that Pershlng 


will be made a full general in tho 
regular establishment, and Starch a 
lieutenant general. This, perhaps some 
congressmen think, will be the best 
way out of the controversy over what 
honors should be shown the chief of 
staff. 
It Is likely that so far as tho 


other general officers are concerned, 
they will take tlfeir former rank in 
the regular army, but will be given 
as quick promotion ns the law allows. 
It should be remembered that the 
president of the United States, when- 
ever there is a vacancy in the ranks 
of the brigadier or major generals of 
regulars, can promote thereto any sol- 
dier that he .sees fit. This probably 
will secure something commensurate 
with their deeds for Liggett, Uullard, 
Uickman and some others. 


Maj. Gen. Josoph T. Dickman has 


just been iu Washington receiving his 
final orders in connection with his 
assignment to command the Southern 
division with headquarters at Snn An- 
tonio. It is the intention, so it is un- 
derstood, to make Dickman a major 
general in the regular army shortly. 


Peculiar Case of Dickman. 


For a short time at the very end of 


the war I was attached to 
General 


Dickman's command, personally at- 
tached to the general, in fact, when he 
was In command of the First corps. 
There have been some curious things 
in the promotion way and, so to spoak, 
in the command way lathis war. When 
Liggett and Billiard were made corps 
commanders they were given corre- 
sponding ranks of lieutenant general, 
and properly so. Later they were pro- 
moted to the command of armies which 
under ordinary procedure would have 
given them the rank of general. This 
was not done. 
In the meantime Major 
General 


Dickman was chosen, because of his 
accomplishments on the Marne and 
his general fighting record, for the 
command of the First corps, but he 
was not given the rank of lieutenant 
general, which is that ordinarily giv- 
en to a man commanding a corps. La- 
ter after he had made a successful fin- 
ish of the terrific fighting In the Ar- 
gonne he was promoted to command 
the Third army and ordered into Ger- 
many for the extremely delicate task 
of controlling properly the enemy ter- 
ritory under invasion conditions.

v. as a major general in command of an 
array and no advanced rank was given 
him.

packing, etc. It is valuable as a p:e- 
.servillve as It contains large amounts 
of humic acid. Ground up peat may 
also be used as n filler for fertilizer, 
making possible the use of slaughter- 
bouse waste for this purpose; also as 
a filler for stock feed, such us mo- 
hisses. Its manufactured products In- 
clude insulations, soundproof boards, 
paving stones, nnd alcohol.—Scientific 
American.
